Everything is in readiness for the execu- 
tion of Jacob Heinze and Herman Kaiser, 
who are condemned to be hanged Thursday 
morning for the murder of Stockman Edwin 
‘Brown. The gallows has been repaired and 


the drop tested and found to work smoothly 


and almost noiselessly. Early Thursday 
morning the manilla rope, which has al- 
ready been secured, will be suspended from 
the iron ring in the ceiling of the gallows 
canopy. ‘ ; . r | . 
“At 6 a. m. to-day the prisoners were re- 
moved from ‘the cells they have occupied 


since their incarceration in jail to the con- 


demned cell, No. 47, out of which their ill- 
fated predecessors walked to their igno- 


minious doom, and at the same time they 
passed into the eustody of the death watch, 
which is composed of sixteen deputy sher- 
iffs. The deputies who stood the first watch, 
from 6 a. m. to noon, are Becker, Thompson, 
Wm. Troll and Jacob Troll. They were re- 
lieved at noon, by Deputies Hubbert, Long- 
ford, Paul and Thomas, who remained on 
duty until 6 p. m. The watchers from ‘this 
until midnight will. be Annon, Metzger, 
Hammond and Greuger, and from midnight 
until Wednesday at 6 a. m. Deputies Sleur, 
Bowcock, Brockel and Ruler. Each pris- 
oner is guarded by two deputies, and Sher- 
iff Troll's order is to give the prisoners any- 
thing they may demand in reason and to 
re no expense. The watch beginning 2 
3 at 6 a. m., and which will con- 
tinue until the execution is over, will be the 
game as on Tuesday. f 
Sheriff Troll has decided to make this ex- 
ecution a model of its kind in the way of 
decency. The number of tickets will be lim- 
ited to 100, and under no circumstances will 
the number of spectators be permitted to ex 
ceed 150, and the greater number of these 
will have business at the scene. The con- 
demned men will be-hanged simultaneously, 
and it has been decided to send them into 
eternity as soon after 6 a. m. Thursday as 


possible. 
STILL HAVE HOPE. 

The prisoners were rather gloomy when 
transferred to the condemned cell but after 
the deputies on the death watch began to 
talk with them and offer them hopé and con- 
solation, they cheered up and appeared to 
lose sight of their impending doom. It is 
the opinion of the deputy sheriffs that. both 
men, if they have to meet death, will go 
through the last act with a manly forti- 
tude. They seemed to be more disappointed 
because of the fact that they had been ex- 
cessively confident in receiving executive 
clemency, and their spirits having been 
built up on these hopes it is impossible for 
them to realize now that they have lost all 
chance of being saved from the gallows. 
Kaiser spends a great deal of time in pre- 
paring himself for the grave, and seems to 

e more resigned to his fate than his unfor- 
tunate ccmpanion.

RAILROAD POOLING BILL. 


The railroad pooling bill which passed 
the House in December and is now before 
the Senate is a cold-blooded proposal to 
hand over, the in of the country, 
especially agriculture and the 840,000 rail- 
way employes, to the tender mercies of a 
monopoly capitalized at $11,000,000,000. 
All that is to stand between the “com- 
bine” and the people is the “opinion” of 
the Interstate Railroad Commission. 

The railroad companies plead neces- 
sity. They maintain that, owing to the 
hard times and the wide-spread depres- 
sion, they have not been able to keep up 
expenses and pay a fair interest on the 
investment. Higher rates are, they claim, 
absolutely necessary if they are to get 
out of the quicksand of bankruptcy and 
re-establish themselves on a solvent foun- 
dation. 

It is a specious plea. It is a fact that 
many if not most “failroads do not 
pay’’—on their stock. Some have for a 
long time been non-dividend paying prop- 
erties—others maintain themselves with 
difficulty, while still others have gone in- 
to receivers’, hands preparatory to a re- 
organization,” as it is euphemistically 
called. On the face of the facts railroad 
men are the most unfortunate individuals 
in the world, and one cannot help won- 
dering why anybody ever invests in their 
securities. 

But how much bottom is there to this 
plausible plaint? The capitalization of 
the railroads of the United States is 
about $11,000,000,000. Fully one-third of 
this is “water,” not representing actual 


investment. Its creation was by the flat 


of the financiers, who know too well how 
to double five and make fifteen. It is a 
predatory claim which unhappily is sup- 
ported by vicious legislation. Every dol- 
lar of interest paid upon it is so much 
subtracted from the industry of the coun- 
try without an équivalent. And it is to 
make this flat capital pay“ that wages 
are reduced, men, discharged, the effi- 
ciency,of the service impaired, and rates 
maintained at a level only just below the 
point of prohibition. 

Can we afford to sustain this policy by 
abolishing the last vestige of competi- 
tion? Shall the people of the United 
States deliberately place themselves un- 
der a despotism, indulging the pleasing 
hope that the despot will be benevolent? 
In the light of bitter experience it ought 
not to be difficult to answer these ques- 
tions. 

A WORTHY CAUSE. 


President Bannerman has issued a stir- 
ring appeal to the people of Missouri in 
behalf of the Confederate Home at Hig- 
ginsville. He recites the facts that the 
Home cost $67,000, that it is free from 
debt, that $12,000 are annually required 
for its support, and that since the prop- 
osition was defeated to turn the institu- 
tion over to the State its friends and sup- 
porters must show their faith by their 
generosity. 

There is no more deserving charity in 
Missouri than the Confederate Home. It 
has already saved many an old soldier 
and his family from pinching poverty 
and the poor-house. It has come be- 
tween distress and those who fought gal- 
lantly for the Southern cause, and has 
preserved to the brave ex-Confederate 
not only his comfort but his self-respect. 

President Bannerman reports that at 
the last genéral collection the County 
Clerks raised $13,000, and they are now 
requested to assist in circulating the sub- 
scription papers in every school district 
at the Aprileelection. 

Meanwhile those who have anything 
to give and the disposition to give some- 
thing—no matter how small—should for- 
ward their contributions at once to Mr. 
Bannerman. They give most who give 
quickly. 
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The record of local improvement as- 
sociations which appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch shows how much can be done 
for the city by intelligent organization. 
These associations have done excellent 
work in beautifying and improving vari- 
ous parts of the city and increasing prop- 
érty values thereby. This is the kind of 
work that St. Louis needs, but the ener- 
gies of citizens should be devoted to gen- 
eral as well as local ends. If citizens will 
energetically work together through the 
Citizens’ Improvement League or other 
similar organizations, there 18 nothing 
they ‘cannot’ accomplish for the good of 
St. Louis. An adequate afternoon train

Three Additional Physic'ans Added to 
the Vaccinating Corps. 


The number of cases of small-pox now at 
quarantine is seventy-two. Six new cases 
were sent down at 10 a. m., as follows: 

Henry Smith, 608 Market "street, 

Joseph Millage, 814 N. Eighth street. 

Robert Hardman, 1207 Morgan street. 

Joseph Morgan, Eleventh and Morgan 
streets.

All are colored, except Henry Smith, and 
all were sent down immediately from the 
City Hospital, where they have been iso- 
lated for the past four days. All the cases

The demand for vaccine virus is some- 
thing unprecedented. Twenty- five hundred 
833 were received at 9 o'clock. Of these,
